“FROG-EYE” 
(Leafspot of Pepper 








By Lewis S. MAXWEL! 
“Frog-eye” or leaf spot is a fungus 
disease Cercospora capsici, a foliage 
and stem disease of both sweet and hot 
peppers. It does not attack the pods. 
This 1s the worst disease of our 
spring pepper crop and by partial or 


complete defoliation of the pepper 


bush causes sunburn or loss of the pods, 
or they may grow 
shapen. 

One must always remember that a 
disease attacks within the tissues of a 


small and mis 


plant and like cancer in humans it can 
not be killed out by any known fungi 
cides. 

A fungicide is a material that pro 
tects a plant from a disease and so it 
must be used before the disease is 
present to be really effective. If used 
later it will protect the young growth 
but will not help the old diseased plant 
parts.

Unsprayed Glads 


Commercial  gladiola 
Florida are threatened with a ruinous 
disease known as botrytis, Dr. R. O. 
Magie, glad pathologist at the Gulf 
Coast Experiment Station in Braden 
ton says. Botrytis attacks the foliage, 
bloom and bulbs of the plants, leading 
to rot. 

Dr. Magie advises that plants should 
be sprayed after the flowers are har 
vested, so that that field will not offer 
a threat to adjacent plantings 
are flowering. 
spotted in an unsprayed acreage but 
the disease has not yet attacked sprayed 
plants. 

Nabam or zineb should be 
the spray, Dr. Magie says; and the 
flower spikes treated weekly. When 
weather halts spraying the glad stalks 
can be protected by using zineb dust 
between rains. 

Botrytis is dormant until damp cool 
weather starts. If plants remain wet a 
couple days in Winter or early Spring 
trouble spreads fast. 

Dr. Magie explains that should the 
disease take over a field during harvest, 
some loss can be avoided by dipping the 
new-cut spikes in a mixture of zinc 
sulphate and nabam. The flowers 
should be dipped bloom down, then 
stood on end to drain. 

Remove all old spikes from the 
planting and bury them, Dr. Magie ad 
vises, for they are especially dangerous 
as a source of disease spores.

Q. What are chemical fertilizers? 

A. Broadly speaking, any chemical 
compound used for supplying one or 
more of the essential plant-food ele- 
ments is a chemical fertilizer. Insuff- 
cient quantities of three plant-food 
elements, nitrogen, phosphorus and 
potassium are often present in our 
soils for efficient crop production. 
Thus, most chemical fertilizers supply 
one or more of these so-called primary 
plant-food elements. 

Q. Are chemical fertilizers com- 
posed of pure nitrogen, phosphorus 
and potassium? 

A. No. Pure nitrogen is an inert 
gas. Both pure phosphorus and potas- 
sium burst into flames when exposed 
to air and water. Therefore, all three 
must be tied up with other compounds 
to make them stable and usable as 
ferilizer. The fertilizer industry “fix- 
es” nitrogen from the air and combines 
it with other elements to make stable 
nitrogen fertilizer. However, large 
deposits of nitrate of soda are found in 
Chile. 

Q. What’s the difference between 
phosphorus and phosphoric acid and 
potassium and potash? 

A. The fertilizer industry uses the 
terms phosphoric acid and_ potash. 
Phosphoric acid (P»O;) means a com- 
bination of two atoms of phosphorus 
with 5 of oxygen. Potash (K2O) 
means a combination of 2 atoms of 
potassium with | of oxygen. 

Q. What are some of our common 
nitrogen fertilizers? 

A. The more common are am- 
monium nitrate, ammonium sulfate, 
ammonium phosphate, cyanamid, ni- 
trate of soda, urea and anhydrous am- 
monia. 

Q. What are the more common 
fertilizer materials supplying — phos- 
phoric acid? 

A. Most of the fertilizer phosphoric 


acid is in the form of superphosphate 
of which there are two kinds. Normal 
superphosphate carries 20 percent 
phosphoric acid; the concentrated, 40 
to 45 percent. Normal superphos 
phate is often referred to as of single 
strength superphosphate, and concen 
trated as double or triple superphos 
phate or under a trade name of treble 
superphosphate. Other sources of fer 
tilizer phosphoric acid are ammonium 
phosphate and liquid phosphoric acid 
A new source, nitraphosphates, will 
soon be on the market. Our natural 
deposits of phosphate rock are pro 
cessed in different ways to make the 
various phosphatic fertilizer materials. 


Q. What = materials 
potash fertilizers? 


furnish our 


A. The greatest portion 1s furnished 
by the one material, muriate of potash, 
a compound of potassium and chlorine, 
In addition to muriate of potash, size 
able quantities of sulfate of pot ash are 
used. This contains sulfur as well as 
potassium. <A third element, oxygen, 
is also tied up in the combination 
Likewise, nitrate of potash is used in 
considerable amounts. 

Q. What are mixed fertilizers? 

A. Mixed fertilizers supply at least 
two of the three primary plant foods, 
nitrogen, phosphoric acid and potash 
A complete mixed fertilizer supplies all 
three; an incomplete mixed fertilizer 
supplies but two of the three. For ex 
ample, a fertilizer furnishing only 
nitrogen and phosphoric acid is an in 
complete mixed fertilizer.

Ranch Hazard Shifting to Prices 


Economist Foresees Vital Changes In Cattle Industry 


FE: ONOMIC FORCES will be the domi- 
nating influence in the Florida cat- 
tle industry despite politics and re- 
gardless of the party in power, Rex R. 
Bailey, president of Deane Agricultural 
Service, Inc., told the February Rollins 
College economic conference at Winter 
Park. 

He declared, “we condemn as a 
fraud on both farmer and consumer 
the Brannan plan to pay direct sub- 
sidies from the Federal treasury in lieu 
predicted 
there will be “important changes” in 


of prices to producers;” 


the cattle industry and explained that 
prices fell because of ‘‘a record build- 
up of cattle population plus drought.” 

Adding that the major hazard of 
farming and ranching is shifting from 
production to prices, Mr. Bailey sum- 
marized his advice to Florida cattle- 
men in the following four points 
W eighed Against present conditions: 

Four Essentials 

1. Expand your operations only 
enough lo Use INCTCASINZ RVASS from 
pasture improvement programs. Buy 
necessary breeding stock next fall dur- 
ing heavy cattle runs. 


> 


2. Take sure profits by selling at 
least part of your calf crop or steers 
each year. Over-staying a declining 
market is dangerous! 

3. With increasing numbers of grass 
cattle, grain-fed steers will again get a 
premium. Most of your Florida 
slaughter cattle are sold as commercial 
grade or lower. Choice and prime beef 
must be shipped in to serve your tour- 
ist trade. There is a place for more 
feedlots that will finish out top qual 
ity « attle. 


However, such a feeder must be ex- 
perienced in making the best possible 
use of local concentrate feeds, substi- 
tuting freely as feed prices change. 
The majority of Florida cattlemen will 
find that using high pressure pastures 
will bring the cheapest gains and us 
ually result in the most proftt. 

4. 1953 can be another profitable 
year for efficient farmers and ranchers. 
Push for full crop production and 
stress type, quality, and finish in your 
cattle. 

Price Hazard 

Many production hazards have been 
brought under control, Mr. Bailey 
emphasized, but because young farm- 
ers especially have had no experience 
with depression or recession, they as 
well as young ranchers and _ business 
men need to be particularly cautioned. 

The farm land boom is about over, 
he said, with prices leveled off or de 
clining. “Debts of farmers are going 
up... and if a look ahead to 1955 is 
visioned with the idea ot showing what 
farmers might attain by then, “it 
seems clear in the minds of the author- 
ities (all the states have joined the 
USDA in the research) that farmers 
will fall shore of the output they can 
pront ibly produce.’ 

Excerpts from Mr. Bailey’s talk on 
the economic aspects of the Florida 
cattle industry stress that “it will take 
a lot more capital to step up ranch and 
farm output by one-fifth by 1955.” 

He cited specific examples and “a 
minimum risk.” 


“Fertilizer comes first, and it is on 
of the few bargains today. One dollar 
spent on fertilizer at today’s prices 
will return $2 to $10 in crops. The 
authorities say that to attain the 2( 
percent increase in farm output by 
1955, fertilizer use will need to be in 
creased by 70 percent over 1950 ..

plic ations nearly 60 percent more than 
in 1950. 

Production can be expanded with a 
minimum of risk and bargain fertilizer 
can be used to produce crops W hich 
the government guarantees will sell at 
high prices. 

“Those producing commodities like 
cattle with no guaranteed prices should 
be more cautious. Farmers and ranch 
ers who borrow should do so on a sound 
basis. They should spend freely for 
higher production if they have a sound

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farm management program; and it ts 
advisable to invest additional capital 
to produce higher yields if they have 
such a program.” 

\sking how competition with the 
cattle growing regions of the Plain, 
Mountain and Pacific states, is likely to 
affect the Florida’ situation, M: 
Bailey said: “While it is estimated 
they could increase all cattle produc 
tion by from 2.3 to 4 percent, the 
areas have about reached their limit of 
practical and economical expansion,

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Why Immunize Against Blackleg? 


Single Treatment Insures Against Herd Losses Through Year

E*“ H SPRING NEEDLESS numbers of 
cattle are victims of actual negli- 
gence on the part of their owners. This 
is a preventable situation if only the 
cattlemen would plan an “adequate 
health program” for their farm ani- 
mals. Disease is no respecter of persons, 
or of cattle, and disease will pay its 
respects and claim a greater portion 
of the annual cattle profits than is 
necessary. 

It is easy to be prepared in the par- 


ticular 


instance of losses due to 


blackleg in cattle. 


Ihe one factor that will prevent the 
loss of needless cattle due to blackleg 
is immunization at the time. 
The 
only justification for such a statement 
is to remind those who have not im- 
munized against blackleg to do so 
this Spring before the losses occur in 
your neighbor’s herd. All too often,

break of blackleg near enough to en 
danger the health of our own herd 
Let’s be different this year; make this 
a more profitable year and prevent 
blackleg before it strikes. 
Infection Periods 

Blackleg is most capable of infecting 
your animals in Spring and Fall. This 
is particularly true of cattle on the 
range. Therefore, one immunization 
early enough in the Spring will give 
adequate protection throughout the 
year; and thus you may “detour” the 
two danger periods when animals ap 
pear to be most susceptible to the 
disease.

Charbray Breed Spurs Interest of Florida Ranchers 


LORIDA CATTLE will always be 
FB iventited as of the bovine kind, but 

there is no ranchman who will pre- 
dict what the animals will look like in the next 
decade because of constant interbreeding. 

Changes in beef and dairy critter characteristics 
began when the Brahman strain was introduced 
from India with the objective of developing the 
blood line with stamina which would successfully 
oppose the Florida climate. 

It was not until then that the state’s rapidly 
growing livestock business began to expand to the 
proportions it has assumed today. 

Subsequently, when still other breeds were im- 
ported for trial under Florida conditions, the sci- 
entists had learned that salt in cakes furnishes a 
mineral need, and this, with the application of new 
methods of handling the fever tick, spurred ranch- 
ing to the nth degree. 

Later, citrus molasses made a place for itself in the 
range menu. 

With some cattlemen the blocky, black-haired 
Aberdeen-Angus gained immediate attention. This 
strain is growing in numbers. The red and white 
Hereford, another important beef creature, has its 
favoring group of breeders. 

Braford and Brangus 

The Hereford came to the United States many 
years ago through the river port of Hallowell, 
Maine, from its place of origin, Herefordshire, Eng- 
land. When the breed reached Florida forward- 
looking cattlemen crossed the Hereford with the 
Brahman. The offspring was named Braford. An 
Angus cross led to the name of Brangus. 

As interest grew in what nature was developing 
through the interbreeding program, Florida import- 
ed the Santa Gertrudis strain from the noted Texan 
King Ranch. Discussion about this potential possi- 
bility for Florida ranches had hardly gained headway 
when a French strain, the Charolaise, was shipped 
into the state, bred to Brahman stock and the re- 
sulting calves aroused new interest. 

This cross has been called Charbray. 

The Charbray heifer calf matures into a cow 
weighing 1,500 to 1,700 pounds or more; the bull 
from over a ton to above 2,500 pounds. At the age 
of 15 months a well-developed Charbray calf will 
have attained 1,200 pounds. 

This cross has gained much favor in Florida, and 
in California and Texas. 

(I. A. Krusen’s K-Bar Ranch at Zephyrhills has 
Charbray sires, some three-quarters and one-quarter 
crossbreeds, and others half and half Charolaise- 
Brahman). 


Four Cattlemen Raising Crosses of Charolaise and 
Brahman; Heifers Develop Into 1700-Pound Animals

(Mr. Krusen secured his registered Charolaise an 
imals from the Wilhite Ranch at Raymondville, 
Texas. He has bred half Charolaise, and quartet 
Shorthorn and quarter-Brahman cattle. He does 
not play down the Charbray cross because he well 
knows what Brahman stock has done for the cattle 
trade in Florida; and he believes the Charolaise can 


do much more good for the industry here, too 


(Mr. Krusen is further quoted as saying that “a 
limit is being approached in the breeding of Brah 
mans,” and he feels the time is ripe when “other 
bovine lines should be used to produce the ty pe ot 
beef critters for which pac kers will pay the highest 
prices.”

Charbray and Charolaise headquarters are at 
Weslaco, Texas, in joint ofhces. F. W. Turner is 
president of both groups. He first imported the 
Charolaise. 

The Charolaise has been bred about 200 years in 
the French district known as Nievre. It was orig 
inated in Charolaise Province. 

Mr. Pearce said the leading characteristics of the 
type are production capacity and the capability of 
working. This is first of all a food animal in which 
the highest output of beef is sought in breeding, as 
well as a consistent bodily conformation. 

Calves are quite small at birth, They gain fast, 
sometimes putting on a hundred pounds monthly. 
Bull calves mature early and may be used as sires 
right along after the first year, serving as many as 
a hundred cows. 

Acclimates Quickly 

S. L. Crochet, director of the cattle project of 
the United States Sugar Corporation at Clewiston, 
says the Charolaise breed seems able to adapt itself 
to Florida’s semitropical climate better than British 
beef types, and more quickly. 

The creature is heavily boned and a prepotent 
breeder, he said; and transmits uniform color and 
general appearance to the progeny, regardless of 
what other line they are crossbred to.

Windstorms and hail are potential 
setbacks to growers in the area. On 
several occasions entire tobacco crops 
and shade facilities have been demol- 
ished by these elements. 

Marketing shade tobacco is no 
problem. Most of it is sold before it is 
planted. In many cases a producer’s 
entire crop is pledged before a seed is 
put in the ground. This high quality 
tobacco brings $1.75 to $2.25 per 
pound whereas a flue-cured tobacco 
brings 50¢ to 75¢.

TEXAS CITRUS LAW 
TY 
INVALIDATED 


Some Florida citrus men were star 
tled to learn that the law which cre 
ated the Texas Citrus Commission has 
been declared unconsitutional. The 
ruling will have no effect on the Flor- 
ida Citrus Commission inasmuch as the 
Florida act has already been tested in 
the courts. This was the first time the 
Texas act had been subjected to legal 
action. There are several basic differ 
ences between the Texas and Florida 
laws. 

The Texas Citrus Commission act 
was first declared unconstitutional by 
the State Supreme Court January 30, 
1952, but the agency continued to 
function under the belief that only 
the tax assessment provision Was meant 
to be knocked out. The court at that 
time ruled the tax levy was not “equal 
and uniform” as provided for in the 
law. 

This was reversed by the district 
court, but the Commission, in order 
to clarify its legal standing, brought 
a “friendly” suit in a third court of 
civil appeals which knocked out the 


district court’s ruling and left the 
supreme court’s edict standing.

He recommended fertile soil that is 
well drained and emphasized that air as 
well as water drainage is important. 

Preparing Soil 

Break the soil by thorough plowing 

or disking, and stake off the area to 


for planting nursery 


set out the trees at suitable distances 
apart. Most fruit trees in the home 
orchard should be about 20 feet apart, 
although pecans should be allowed 40 
feet. 

Dig holes large and deep enough to 
admit the roots of the young trees 
without crowding. In digging, place 
the surface soil to one side so it will 
not be mixed with the sub-soil. Surface 
soil should be used around the roots of 
the young trees. 

As soon as trees are received from 
the nursery, unpack and plant immedi- 
ately. If they are to be held a day or 
two before planting, “heel” them in 
wet soil. The roots must be kept 
moist. 

Set each tree at the depth it grew in 
the nursery. 

After placing the tree in the hole, 
fill in, using surface soil first, and mix 
about half a pound of bone meal (do 
not use commercial fertilizer at plant- 
ing) with the soil as you place it 
around the roots. When the hole is 
three-fourths full, pour in enough wa- 
ter—3} to 10 gallons—to soak it, and 


then finish filling. Leave a slight de- 
pression around the trunk, and form 
a rim two feet in diameter around the 
tree so water will not run away. 

Wait until early spring growth be 
gins before fertilizing. Animal 
commercial fertilizer may 
From '% to 144 pounds of 4-7-5 or 
other complete fertilizer should be ap 
plied for each year of attained age of 
the tree.

How to Buy 
Rugs, and Why 
You Buy Them 


H™ ARE A FEW hints which may 
prove helpful in buying floor- 
coverings. 

The largest single color area in a 
room is the floorcovering. It is changed 
much less frequently than the wall 
color, for example. Therefore, select 
a color you like. If you are doing a 
room from scratch, build the 
scheme on the rug color. If the new 


room 


floorcovering is to go into a room 
that already exists make sure it com- 
plements the other elements in the 
room. The carpet or rug should coor- 


dinate the entire room scheme, not 
compete with it. 
Consider the over-all design of a 


room. Too much design is very fatigu- 
ing to the occupants. If you select a 
patterned rug make sure it is not over- 
scaled for the room; plan to use a 
plain wall area, drapery or upholstery 
fabrics to relieve the design. Small or 
“problem” rooms gain added spacious- 
ness by using a plain color or random 
texture weave either wall-to-wall or 
in a rug size showing very little floor 
space. 
Be Courageous 

If you like to live with bright col 
ors do not be timid about buying a 
bright colored rug. Ask yourself these 
questions. Is it good with the other 
furnishings? Does it do something to 
the room? Is it practical from the 
standpoint of use? Keep in mind that 
light colored carpets or rugs are no 
harder to care for than the dark tones 
which show threads and footprints 
more readily. However, fragile, pastel 
colors, delightful as they are, are un 
wise in a heavily traveled area when

Cleaning Caddy Saves Steps 


PHere’s aLways a lot of special work for a farm hou ewife during Sp: 
and Summer. She needs to be on her feet long hours and walk thou 
of necessary steps. That's why avoiding unnecessary ones is important 

To cut down wasted time and energy while doing the regular weekly 
cleaning, here’s a simple procedure: 

1. Sit down and list everything you will need to iccomplis| 
cleaning job planned, and then, 

2. Collect all the materials into a single tray, box, or basket 

It may be a market basket, a dis- 
carded Easter basket, a shoe or hat 
box; or a tin box with handles (like 
the one pictured here). Try lining it 
with aluminum foil or waxed paper 
well up around the sides and over the 
edges, thus making it easier to wipe 
off spills. One lining, if treated with 
care, can last a good while.

H™ YOU EVER thought of having 
a raised bed for flowers or shrubs 
well-elevated above the 
rounding ground? In Florida a raised 
bed can be a great asset for improve- 


—one sur- 


ment and conservation of soil, as well 
as for beauty and interest. 

It should not be over two feet above 
ground, and should be made of some 
appropriate that will blend 
with the house. Whatever the material, 
it should be set in the ground about 
eight inches. If the bed is to be used 
mainly for flowers, it should be no 
wider than five feet, but if you desire 
shrubs as a background, then allow 
for their growth and make a bed wide 
enough to incorporate them.

First — Stones 

To be assured of good drainage, the 
bed should be dug down about two 
feet. First put in a six-inch layer of 
stones, then fill with the soil that was 
there before. Add two feet of the 
best top soil and humus, and after 
planting, cover with a thick mulch. 
All in all, the bed should be four feet 
deep, two feet from the bottom of the 
stone lzyer to the level of the ground, 
plus two feet for the raised portion. 
It is easy to care for a bed arranged in 
this fashion, and the elevation gives 
variety to otherwise flat land. 

Raised beds are particularly useful 
in a patio or a small back garden, or 
in defining a small garden in large

At the close of the China-Japanese 
War of the early '90s, Japan took over 
the island of Formosa, thus gaining 
control of the world’s supply of 
camphor, for this tree is native only 
to the 


mountains of old Japan and of a small 


mountains of Formosa, the 


district in China. 


Camphor gum was produced by dis 
tilling the wood of old forest trees in 
the most primitive way. 

Japan, then holding a monopoly in 
production, began to raise the price 
By 1903 it had boosted it to $1.26 a 
pound from the normal quotation of 
30 cents. 

Basis of Celluloid 

Chis placed the manufacturers of 
celluloid in a dificult position, since 
that plastic is made from camphor 
gum and tissue paper, the milling of 
which uses about 70 percent of the 
total camphor available. 

The celluloid manufacturers ap 
pealed to the United States Depart 
ment of Agriculture to learn whether 
camphor could be produced in this 
country. For a number of years the 
tree had been planted in Florida as an 
ornamental, and experiments were at 
once undertaken to find out whether 
the | lorida trees yielded camphor in an 
amount sufficient to be profitable, and 
to work out methods for its com 
mercial production,
